Utility District ~¥' 
Issues Report on 
Rapid Progress 


The Annual Report of the East 
Bay Municipal Utility District, is- 
sued October 21, emphasizes the 
strong financial position of the 
District and the rapid progress | 
of its $283-million expansion pro- 
gram, 

The report shows that total 
equity in the publicly-owned wa- 
ter utility was $135,263,878 on 
June 30, 1960, as compared with 
$124,040,080 on June 30; 1959. 

Total bonded debt of the 


was $54,790,000 as compared with 
$57,582,000 on June 30, 1959. 

Operating revenues for the 
year ended June 30 rose.4.36 per 
cent to $18,698,223. Net income 
available for the retirement of 
bonds and capital improvements 
was $7,623,719. : 

EBMUD reported no increase 
in the tax rate of 20 cents per 
$100 of assessed valuation which 
has been in effect since 1956. 
Water rates were held to the fig- 
ures established in 1953, 

The report points out that the 
current $283-million expansion 
program, aimed at meeting the 
East Bay’s domestic and indus- 
trial water needs for the next 40 
years, is not scheduled for com- 
pletion until 1967. However, as 
of June 30, 1960, EBMUD had 
completed or under construction 
24 per cent of the projects auth- 
ovrized by the voters in the $252- 
million bond election of two years 
ago. Contract value of these pro- 
jects was $68,867,000.
